The meeting was celled to order with Mayor Palmer presiding.

Invocation was delivered by RABBI DONALD CRAIN, Congregation Agudas Achim
Church.

MR. ED ST.JOHN, representing the Highland Lakes Committee of the Austin
Chamber of Commerce and Central Texas Marine Trade Association, made the follow-
ing requests:

1. Permission to conduct a boat PARADE down Congress Avenue on Thursday,
January 11lth, 3:30 p.m. The purpose of the parade is to publicize the
opening of the Central Texas Boat, Sport-Vacation and Travel Show,
Jenuary 12th through. 14th at the Municipal Auditorium. The parade
will last approximately 20 minutes and they would check through the
Police Department. Austin Automobile Deglers will also participate
in the parade. Councilman White moved that they be granted permission
for the PARADE. The motion, seconded by Councilmen Shanks, carried by
the following vote:

2. Inguired sbout the date for lowering the lake. They asked that it be
lowered either g week before or a week after the Boat Show. The Council
discussed the lowering of the Iske and asked the City Memager to check
with the L.C.R.A. Iater in the meeting the City Manager reported any
time in January or Pebruary would be alright with the L.C.R.A. The
Council agreed to start LOWERING tHe LAKE on JANUARY 21st, and leave it
lowered the same length of time as last year. The Council asked that
this be given publicity so that anyone that wanted to do work on their
shore line or boat dock could get their spplications in.
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3. Submitted the following recommendations for Council consideration:

That additional launching remps and tie-up docks be constructed
at Walsh Lending and at Bull Creek and that approach ares e
graded and improved at Bull Creek.

That general weed cutting be eliminasted on Lske Austin and pro-
vision be made by special permission for cutting to provide access
to individual properties.

That city investigate the feasibility of leasing a dredging or
dragline operation to take out rich lake bed dirt increasing lake
depth to 15'-1T' in strategic areas and eliminabting weed problem.

The Council dlscussed the propverty at Bull Creek and the weed cutting on
the Ieke.

MR. VIC MATHIAS, Chamber of Commerce, invited the Council to attend the
opening of BEHRENS DRUG Tuesday, December 19th at 10:00 A.M.

MR. RICEHARD FETTWAY stated that one million books were now being circu-
lated by the Library and this was twice the national average.

MR, EUGENE BARTHOILOMEW, President of the Austin National Bank, appeared
on behalf of the Bank's request for additional space for transformer vault in
East 5th Street. He had filed with the Director of Public Works a letter stat-
ing the Bank would pay for relocsbing any utility lines in accordance with the
city requirements. He stated they needed an additional 3'. Councilmen Perry
offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

THENCE with sald line 3.0 feet south of and parallel to

the north curb line of East Sth Street in a westerly direc-
tion, 25.00 feet to a point in a line twenty-five (25.00)
feet west of and parsllel to the sald southerly prolongation
of the east line of sald Iot 1;

THENCE, with said line 25.00 feet west of and parallel %o
the aforesaid southerly prolongstion of the east line of

Iot 1, in a northerly direction to a point in a line approxi-
nately 10.3 feet south of the north line of East 5th Street,
same being the north curb line of said Bast 5th Street;

THENCE with the north curb line of East 5th Street in an
easterly direction to the point of beginning.

be and the same is hereby granted and the Building Inspector is hereby authorized
to issuve a permit for the construction of such improvements, sald grant and
permit to be subject to the following conditions:

(1) The improvements shall be comstructed and maintained in compliance
with all ordinances relating thereto.

(2) The permit shall be issued and accepted subject to all reasonable
police, traffic, fire, and health regulations of the City of Austin, now exist-
ing or hereafter adopted.

(3) The repair or relocating of any and all wbilities in the vicinity
due to those improvements shall be done at the expense of the Austin Natiomal
Bank.

(4) The Austin National Bank will indemnify and save the City of Austin
harmless from any and all claims against said City growing oul of or comnected
with the construction or maintenance of said improvements.

(5) ‘The City of Austin may revoke such permit at any time and upon such
revocation the owner of the bullding will consiruct the necessary walls and
footing to separate such space from any buildings or other improvements and pay
all costs and expenses attendant therewith.

“In checking stock Captain B. H. Rosen of the Police Department found that it -
will be necessary to order twelve shirts sizes 17% or larger which would cost
10% per shirt additionsl as stipulated on Joseph's bid or $4.53 each.

"There will be need to order eight trousers of b5 inch waist or larger, which
would cost 10% per pair additional, making an additioral cost of $12.00 as
Jorace Mens Wear stipulated.

"Toking this into considersgtion by adding the additional cost on shirts and
trousers as previously mentioned, this would make a grand total of $7,737.38
or a difference of $4.12 in favor of a combination of bids by Joseph's Mans
Shop and Jorace Men's Wear over the "sll or none" bid of Iorey's Custom
Tailoring.

The City Manager stated he had talked with County Judge, TOM JOHNSON,
regarding the moving of utilities in Manchaca Road.

The City Manager pointed
out on a map the portion the city is involved in and he stated Mr. Bluestein
wanted a letter stating the city would move the line or complete the development
in a certain number of years.

The Council discussed briefly the Status of Water Sanitary Sewer Contract

"The first five-year term, provided by Article IIT of this agreement,
which is recorded in Volume 2024, Page 39-45 of the Deed Records of Travis County
Texas, provides that wunless the City desires to make use of the land consistent
with boulevard and park purposes and shall so advise the Association in writing,
thaet the Inmbermen's Association of Texas shall have, at its option, a right of
renewal of this agreement for an additionel five-year term, as well as four
successive terms thereafter, upon the same conditions.

"Therefore, please be advised that unless the City desires to make such
other use of the land, the Lumbermen's Association of Texas does ddsire to
exercise its option for an additional term.

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The City Manager gsked if the Council has need to say so now.

The City Memager stated that in the will of MARY HEARD ELLIS, widow of
A. Caswell Ellis, she had bequeath to the City of Austin $9,000 to set up a
trust fund for the purpose of maintaining the “Alexander Caswell Ellis Memorial
Collection in Mental Health”, to be located at the Austin Publiec Iibzary. Coun-
cllman Perry stated the Council always appreciated it when the City is remembere
in a will and on behalf of the Council expressed gppreciation for this bequest. ﬂ
The City Menager stated the legal and Finance Departments would work this out
80 that it would be maintained.

The Mayor read a communication from COUNCIIMAN BOB ARMSTRONG.

MR. JIM WILSON, Assistant City Menager, stated there was a need to pur-
chase twenty (20) oak chairs for the Council Room and it was in the Budget.
Counchblman Shanks stated these could be purchased for cost plus 5%. Councilman
White moved that the City Mansger he suthorized to purchase these chalrs at this
price.

The Mayor
stated the Council was considering the possibility of employing help to write a
ZONING Ordinance or to amend the old Ordinance.. He stated the Planning Commis-
sion recommended employing outside help. Mr. Barrow stated the zoning ordinance
was too complicated and should be simplified and the city needs good advice.

Mr. Chriss thought a2 new ordinasnce should be written and unless it was enforced
it would not be effective. Mr. Osborne introduced MR. ERLING HELLAND, Zoning
Consultant. Mr. Helland gave his guaslifications -~ Clvil Engineering degree,
Business Administration degree and a degree in Planning. He stated he had been
employed mostly in planning. He sald in revising the ordinance it would be
necesgary that zoning be based on the development plan; that it be properly
enforced to attract new industry. He stated there were several approaches, as
follows: (1) have own staff do 1t, which he did not think would be satisfactory;
(2) employ a consultant to do the whole job, which was not good; or (3) employ
a consultant to work with the staff and to work with the Planning Commission and
the Council as much time as is needed, He said he would prepare general recom-
nmendations and policles and would draft specific recommendstions to be reviewed
by the legal Department. He said as consultant he would work with the Council
to bring together the ideas of the Plamming Commission, the Flanning Depariment,
the Council and his owvm. In the discussion it was brought out that the Capitol
Area Plan, more classifications, flood plain zones and the Subdivision ordinance
would be considered. Mr. Helland stated he would not guarantee that it would he
completed in 9 months but it would be a Falr estimate for review and recommends-
tion and it would not be possible to develop a lake front plan in this time. He
sald he had submitted a proposal.

At 2:30 P.M. the Council resumed its business.

The Council met with menmbers of the AUSTIN HOUSING AUTHORITY to discuss
a cooperation agreement for the construction of approximstely 200 units of low-
rent public housing for elderly citizens. MR, HUBERT B. JONES, MRS. LOUISE
HAINE and MR, BILL PETRI, nmembers of the Housing Authority, were present. MR,
CHARLES HERRING, Attorney, and MR. W. W. STEWART, Executive Director, also re-
presented the Housing Avthority. MR. JONES gave the background of public housing
in Austin. He stated they saw a need for housing for the elderly. MR. HERRING
gstated the obligation of the City would be to grant the Housing Authority per-
mission to build the units; furnish all the services the city furnishes the rest
of the city; accept dedication of the streets (the authority builds the streets
and the city maintains them); and agree to do away with 200 sub-standard houses
in five years. The Housing Authority will pay the city in lieu of taxes, 10%
of the shelter rent. Discussion was held regarding the construction of the
units in that they would be designed for elderly people; the method of selecting
tennants; and the sites for the units. Mr. Herring stated there were two such

agreements now znd this would be the same thing except for the elderly people.
The Mayor thenked them for coming in.

The Mayor submitted a letter from MR. CHARLES D. PARKS, Sales Manager,
Hotel Stephen P. Austin, enclosing a Courtesy Sticker furmished to cubt-of-town °
commention delegates by the City of Waco. IHe asked that the Council consider
this for Austin. Mr. Jinm Wilson, Assistant City Manager, was asked to answer
Mr. Parks and state it was felt the City could not adopt such a prsctice.

MR. DOREN ESKEW, City Atbtorney, and MR. TUDLEY FOWLER, Assistant City
Attorney, briefed the Council on the HOWARD CLAGGETT condemmstion case.

There being no further business, Councilman Shanks moved that the
Council adjourn. The motion, seconded by Counciiman White, carried by the
following wvole:
